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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-24 are allowable over prior art of record and in light of applicants' 
amendments and arguments presented in Amendment filed August 25, 2006. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose, teach, or suggest neither singly nor in 
combination the claimed limitation of "receiving at the gateway device a request from 
the source computer for access to the network, wherein the gateway device enables the 
source computer to access any network regardless of network configurations via packet 
translation learned during self configuration and no configuration software need be 
installed on the source computer to access the network" as recited in claim 1 , and 
similarly recited in claims 10 and 17.
